Dr. Bliss Testifies in the Guiteau Trial— 
Scenes in Court—Political News 
and Gossip. 


The Guiteau Trial. 
WASHINGTON, November 19.—The crowd 
about the Court house this morning was far 
greater than upon any former day. It was with 
great difficulty those whose presence was 


needed inthe court-reom could gain admis- 
sion. To avoic the otherwise inevitabie 
scramble it has been found necessary to issue 
tickets of admission, and a— ticxet-holders 
are permitted to enter. At 9:40 the doors open- 
ed, and in a few minutes every seat was occu- 
ewe the larger proportion of the spectators 
eing ladies. 

Guiteau arrived at 9 o'clock, and without 
Particular demonstration en the part of the 
crowd. He was taken at once to the prisoners’ 
room, where he ate a hearty breakfast and 
expressed himself well satisfied with the pro- 
gress of his case. Scoville, questioned in 
relation to Gitean’s alleged new counsel. 
Judge Magruder, of Maryland, stated he was 
not uware of any tender ot services from Judge 
Magruder. He had received several offers 
from entire strangers, but feared he 
might make a greater mistake by tak- 
ing at this late stage of the trial 
counsel unknown to him than preceding 
alone. He does not expect other assistance 
than Robinson. The court opened withoutin- 
cident and 

GEO. C. MAYNARD, 
electrician, was putonthe stage and testified 
to loaning Guiteau $10 at one time and $15 an- 
other. Guiteau protested against this line of 
evidence. Didn’t think it anvbody’s business 
whether he owed $25 or somebody owed him. 

‘*Maynard is a good fellow and I owe him 
$25; that’s all there isin it.’’ 

District Attorney Corehill desired to prove 
by witness that Guiteau borrowed $15 
with which he bought «a § revolver, 
Ong cross-examination witness thought Guait- 
eau looked seedv andhungry. The prisoaer 
showed much feeling and frequently inter- 
rupted the witness, asserting he lived in first- 
clasa style, and wore $70 suits of clothes. He 
knew plenty of public men and had all 
the money he wanted. His mental condition 
aud physical was at fault. He had a big load 
on his mind about that time. Witness didn’t 
notice anything about the prisoner’s manner 
except a sort of skulking gait. 

JAS. N. BURART, 
clerk to Maynard, also testified4to the loan of 


} $15, and thought Guiteau’s walk andthe way 


he heid his head a little peculiar. 
JOHN O’MEARA 
testified to selling the pistol toGuiteau. He 
couldn’t identity it, asthere were thousands 
justlike it. The charges were then drawn 
fromthe revolver at suggestiou and mucn to 
the relief of the audience Pending the exam- 
ination of the pistol Guiteau desired to an- 
nounce to the court be invited John. B. Towns- 
end, of Kentucky, one Leonard Swett aod A. 
Strude, of Chicago, to assist him. Tnere was 
pienty brains on the other side and he desired 
as much on his, in the iuterest of justice. 
‘*¢ another matter,’’ he continued, ‘‘I desire to 
cullthe attention of tae court to. Thereareasa 
number ot disreputabie characters in tne 
coust, and some threats of Violence have b2en 
made duting the week past. I have no fears 
tormny personal safety. The Chief of Police 
has hindly furnished a body guard, and I wish 
te notify all evi'-disposed persons if they at- 
tcmptto barm me my body gua d, will soot 
them down; that’s all there is about is.’’ 
Then, nodding to the reporters’ tabies, he 
added, ‘*Reporters, put that down,’’

Gen. Swaim described briefiy his association 


with the President during his illness. An 
impressive scene occurred during his testi- 
mony. 


THE PRESIDENT’S LAST WORDS. 

‘‘What werethe Presicent’s last words?’’ 
asked Mr. Corkhill. 

‘*Tlis last words,’’ replied the witness, with 
emotion, ‘‘were, ‘Oh, Swaim.’’’ 

DR. D. W. BLISS 
was then called. 

Witness gave a narrative covering from the 
time he was called to the President’s siue 
(fifteen ortwenty wiuutes after he was shot) 
until his death. The immediate cause of death 
was hemorrhage. Witness then expliin 
ed minutely, the character of the wouaed, 
using the upper part of a wired skeleton for 
the purposes of illustration, and detailed at 
great length the progress and symptoms of 
the case. Pending tbe arrival of the fractured 
vertebrz, which the District Attorney an- 
pounced would be sentfor, the witness was 
subjected to a lengthy cross-examination, the 
supposed object being tolay the foundation 
for the theory of malpractice whick 
Guiteau insists must be made the foundation 
stone ef his defense. Quite 

THE SENSATION OF THE TRIAL 

was produced when the District Attorney sud- 
denly drew from a. pasteboard bex upon his 
table a section of a human backbone and hold- 
ing 1t up inguired, *‘Do you recognize this, 
Doector?’’ The audience hung breathless upoa 
the answer as the witness in measured tones 
replied ‘‘I do. Itis a portion of the vertebra 
of the late President James A. Garfield.’’ 
The vertebrz were then handed to the j[jury, 
and the character and extent of the in- 
jury to. them explained. Dr. Bliss was 
followed with the closest attention on 
the part of the entire audieace with 
the exception of Guiteau, who devoted hi:n- 
self to his papers, Only occasionally glancing up 
with the air of a mau being bored with a re- 
citalin which he could have no possibie inter- 
est. After the vertebrie bad been retaroed to 
the District Attorney's table, Scoville reachea 
over avd requested an opportunity of examin- 
ingit. It wus handed him, and Guiteau, who 
sits immediately on his right, examiaed it 
close)y as Scoville turved it over and frum side 
to side. Ne made no move to tou:n 16, 
however, and gave not the silizhtest 
indication of anv feeling other than casual 
curiosity. The examination Of witness was 
still prugressing when the hour_for revess ar- 
rived. 

After recess along and tedious cros<-exa n- 
in:stion ot Dr. Bliss took place. Upon it« c¢om- 
e:usion the District Attorney isg ured 
of the defense if they pro- 
pesed to pursue the Same courdee

SHOT AT IN THE VAN. 

There are several rumors in circulation, one 
of whichis, whenthe van in which Guitean 
was siding from the court-room back §to the 
jail had reached the vicinity of the Oapitol, 


A MAN RIDING ON HORSEBACK 
came up and fired two shots and then rode 
rapidly away in the#direction of the Navy 
Yard. Itis not believed Guiteau was hit at 


all. 
MOUNTED ON A WHITE HORSE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 19.—A 
young Man who witnessed the shots fired into 
the prison van as it passed through the Capi- 
tol fiounds en )Oute from the City Hail tothe 
jail, says the person who did obo shootin 
was a middle-aged man, well dresse 
and mounted on aremarkably fine white horse. 
Immediately after the shots were fired the 
borse was started on a dead run, and although 
the guard stood onthe rear steps of the van 
with a pisto) in band trying to discover the 
man who did the shooting, he made his escape 
without difficulty. 

As he passed by the young man mentioned, 
he remarked, ‘‘Ibave shot the -—— 
Guiteau.’’ A telephonic communication just 
received from Washington Asylum, which is 
situated near the District Jail, states that 
Guiteau wss strucg by the shot fired into 
the van, but was only alightly wound- 
ed. The driver of the prison van 
gives the following particulars of the attempt 
to shoot Guiteau. Thefacts are substantially 
these: Upon the adjournment of the court the 
van started as usual for the jail. naving one 
policeman as guard, who sat on the seat with 
the driver. Before reaching the Cap- 
ito] the guard noticed a young man 
on horseback iiding leisureiy behind the van. 
Near the corner of East Capitol and 
First etreet the horseman rode directly up tu 
the rear of the van and hastily peeked through 
the small grating Guiteau was alone 
in the van and seated on the 
1ight-band side—the seats runniog lengthwise 
ofthe van. After evidently satisfving himseif 
of the location of the prisoner the horseman 
wheeled suddenly to the left ot the van 

AND FIRED DIRECTLY THROUGH IP. 

He then dashed tothe front of the van and 
pointed his pistol at the driver with the 
evident intention of intimidating him or 
s.oppingthevan. The driver was somewhat 
excited and in response to an inquiry of the 
reporter said perhaps he intended tu stop the 
van by shooting one of the horses. Seeing an 
arined policeman by the side ofthe driver he 
exclaimed, ‘'Il’ve shotg@the ——of a ———.’’ 
end putting spurs to his horse dash- 
ed down East Capito] street in 
the direction of Congressional Cem- 
etery. The policemanfired one shotatthe 
fast-disuppearing horseman, and the driver 
ofthe van whipped his horses into a gallop 
urd kept in sight of him tor several 
biocks. The would be avenger was, how- 
ever, mounted upon a blooded horse, and 
readily e cuped Out intothe country. He was 
cesmibed «as a smooth-faced man about 
twenty-five years of age, and a dashing horse- 
man. He had on a dark brown suk The van 
then proceeded to the jail, and Guiteau was 
tnuken Outin astate of great excitement. He 
exclaimed 


‘*T HAVE BEEN SHOT. 
Notify Major Krock at once; tll him to ar- 
1est the scoundrel, and have him deait with as 
he deserves.’’ On ¢xamination it was found 
the ball had just grazed Guitean’s lett wrist, 
i: flicting u mere scratch. Tne ball 
struck the opposite side of the van, 
and fell upon the floor, where it was 
found on reaching the jail. The announce- 
went of the attempt upon Guiteaun’s life 
created intense eacitement upon the streets 
and all sorts of rumors were at oncein cireu. 
lation. ‘lhe would-be killer was seen about 
the Court-house this afternoon, and at- 
tempted to gain admission during tne day, but 
iniled. He was also seen to mount. his 
horse near the Court-house soon alter the van 
jeft and rode leisurely afterit. lt was rumored 
that be bailed from lilinois, but there seems to 
be no toundation for the report. 
IT WAS WHISPERED 
in the crowd without the Court-house just pre- 
vious to adjournment that to-day would be 
the last day of thetrial. A remark was also 
heard in the crowd that ifone wanted to see 
Guiteau he had better do so to-day. This 
would lead tothe belief that more than one 
erson was aware ofthe attempt that would 
© made. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 
Late this afternoon w hile Guiteau was being 


the Capitol and jail, aygwnite man

the van and then rode off in a northwest direc - 
tion, the guards and the van itself pursuiag 
him.

Guitean was shotin the right forearm and 
it is only a flesb wound. He was terribly 
frightened. When he got to the jail he sail to 
the officers in charge of the guard ‘‘Tell De- 
tective Vors and Marshal Williams 
that I want a double guard sent down 
to the jailtotake me upto the courton Mon. 
day worpinpg.’’ GWuiteru’s wound is very 
slight, as the ballstruck him after passing 
through a — ofthevan. Only one police- 
mas and the jai) guard were with the vanas an 
ercort. The assailant has made gone his es- 
cape, and there ix no chance of his capture, 
as public opinion is conviderahb! y in his favor. 
Many express regret that the shot was not 
fatal. 

GUITEAU UNEASY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 19.—G titeau 
is still very unemsy and tftrightened, and 
insists that the guvrd at the jail shell be 
doubled. He says that the faiture to kill him 
is another evidence that the Lord is taking 
care ot bim and will not let any harm cimeto 
him.

There are confinedin tne jail to-day over 
200 prisoners awaiting the stern footsteps of a 
retributive justice. Their only meaus of keep- 
ing progress with current events is the in- 
formation vouched them through their 
friends on Visiting days. Of course there are 
exceptions, some of the white murderers, as 
well as a few noted crooks, also enjoying the 
luxury of the daily papers. As 3 natural

BALDWIN’S GOLD. 


An Ohio Miser’s House Robbed ofa 
Bushel of Coin. 
Cleveland Special to New sork Times. 

Probably the heaviest robbery ever perpe- 
trated inthis region was successfully con- 
summated this morning at Boardman Cen- 
ter, near Youngstown, the victim being the 
Hon. Jesse Baldwin. The newspapers gave 
publicity to the fact that Mr. Baldwin had at 
Washington exchanged Government bonds 


for some 417,000 in gold. He arriv- 
ed in Washington with $17,000 in 
United States 6 per eent bonds, 
which he purchased in 1861 and 


which were called inJuly last. He first vis- 
ited the Loan Division, where he said he 
came to obtain gold for his bonds, as he had 
paid gold forthem. When told that a draft 
on the United States Treasury was as good as 
gold he insisted upon the gold and would not 
listen to any explanation regarding an equiv- 
alent in anotner form. On Thursday, October 
90, a littie before noon, he appeared with 
a Jarge leather valise, in which he carried off 
the full amount of his claim in twenty-dollar 
gold pieces, weigbingin all about seventy- 
five pounds. He became very much provoked 
with Treasurer Gilfillan when that officer en- 
deuvored to persuade him to accept drafts 
and have them cashed when he reached home, 
reiterating the statement that he came for 
gold, and declining to take anything else. He 
staggered under his heavy load as fur as As- 
sistant Treasurer Wyman’s room, where he 
expressed a wish to count his treasure before 
leaving town. A room Was as-igned to him 
fur thut purpose. After the entire amount 
had been carefully counted and found to be 
correct, tbe old gentletuan Was persuaded to 
send the coin by expressto his hume. Dur- 
ing the time he was engaged in counting the 
money a city detective, who had been sum- 
moned, remained near him, and would have 
kept watch over bim had he insisted upon 
carrying the money away. 

While there was nothing remarkable about 
this, Mr. Baldwin’s wealth aad ecceniric 
habits were discussed until almost everyoody 
in the land must have «ome to hear of the 
little old peculiar man of Boardman. lt Was 
given outthat Mr. Baldwin hada mania for 
gold, and had, by babits of frugality und busi- 
Neve ops CITY, AlUaseed a Jarge fortune, which 
hekcptnarhim.

ARCTIC EXPLORATION.

England’s Continued Interest in the 
: Land of Frost and Ice. 
From the Pali Mall Gazette. 


The first meeting of the Geographical So- 
ciety, on November 14, will be an Arctic 
night. Efforts are being made to make it 
varied and interesting, and there need be 
little difticulty, as at present there are quite a 
number of Aretic events exciting the interest 
of the geographical world. It is expected 
that Capt. Adams, the Dundee whaler who 
performed so many wonderful feats of Arctic 
navigation during the past season, will be 
present, and some one may read a paper for 
him. Baron Nordenskjold is expected in 
London in the early part of the month, and it 
is also hoped he will be caught. Then there 
is the whereabouts of Mr. Leigh Smith, the 
intrepid Arctic yachtsman,to discuss. He 
set out early in the summer for Frans Josef 
Land again, and as there is no word of him it 
is feared thathe has been locked up for 
the winter. As heis well-provisioned thsre 
is little danger. The same fate has probably 
overtaken the little Dutch expedition in the 
Willem Barents,which may have been caught 
in the ice in the neighborhood of Spitz er- 
gen. Among other points to discuss will be 
the fate of the Jeannette and the proposed 
international search expedition next sum- 
mer, and the scheme of polar observatories, 
thetirst of which settled at sady Franklin 
Bay, up Smith’s Sound, sume time ago. There 
will thus be no want of variety. From the 
ease with which Capt. Adams eailed about to 
thefar North andthe rapidity with which 
the American expedition reached Lady 
Frankiin Bay, combined with other observa- 
tions during the lastthree year, it is con- 
jectured that the polar ice-cup has migrated 
from the Americanto the European side, 
andthis would account forthe detention of 
Lee Smith inthe Aira and the Dutchin the 
Willem Barents. We believe that Sir Gore 
Booth is toset out, if he has not done so 
already. in search of Mr. Lee Smith, late in 
the season though it be.

The Remarkable Story Told by 
Lieut.-Gov. Campbell. 


Warren McChesney Wanted Him to Im- 
peach the Governor---An Interest- 
ing Contribution to the Gam- 
bling Ring History. 


A story has been going the rounds on the 
quiet for some time, which is very interesting 
in connection with the present gambling mud- 
ale. The story is that when Boland 


and Kinkead were looking for appointments 
as Pclice Commissioners there was a 
bitch somewhere, and Warren F. McChesney, 
known tor his connection with the gamblers, 
was calledin asa mediator. He hasthe rep- 
utation of being able to take the kinks out of 
the most tangled cable that ever ex'sted. The 
story isto the effect that in this particular 
emergency he sustained his previous reputa- 
tion. He smoothed over the difficulty, and the

A POsT DISPATCH reporter called upon the 
Lieutenant Governor this morning and asked 
him aboutthe matter. The gentleman was 
very joth totalk about the story. Hesaid that 
it wus very unpleusant to be mixed up in such 


uffairs, and that, in’ his” position, he 
would prefer to say nothing. The 
story was detailed to him, however, and 


with much reluctance he consented to speak 
aboutir. 

‘*The details are anything but correct,’’ safd 
the Lieutenant-Governor. 

‘‘In what particular?’’ asked tie reporter. , 

‘‘in several,’’ was the answer. ‘* The story

‘Il AM WARREN F, M’CHESNBY,’ 
said the man. ‘Are you a lawyer?’ 

I had never seen the man 
before, and did not know him. 

;' ' ‘Well, I want a lawyer, and I guess you will 
do. 

‘‘Tl asked McChesney who was involved in the 
matter, and he said Gov. Crittenden.’ 

‘**That settles it.’ 

‘*l told McUhesney that anything which in- 
volved the Governor would have to be handled 
byzsomebody elise. He gave me to understand 


that he wanted arucles of impeachment 
prepared, and I repied that of course 
I could do nothing in the matter 
as I was too much interested.

He simply said that too much money had 
been paid to bave these nen removed, and he 
did not propose to haveit. Asthe man walk- 
ed away I asked Senator Wulker, 
who was standing near, if that 
wes McChesney, and he laughed and siids 
‘Why, yes.

Mobile.

A Vivid Picture of Ante-Bellum South 
ern Society. 


*-Do you see that gentleman standing near 


the pillar?’ said a well-known St. Louis phy- 


gician to a PostT-DisPpaTcH reporter at the 
Southern Hotel last night. 

‘Yes: why do you ask?” replied the re- 
porter. 

**Didjyou ever hear of the Maury-De la Ri- 


viere duel at Mobile before the war? It was 


the central scene ofaseries of incidents so 
romanticthatthey savor of fiction. That 


gentleman is the Count de la Riviere’s agent, 
and his presence recalls the story to my 


mind.’ 

The reporter was anxious to speak with 
the gentleman who knew the details of a ro- 
mance so interesting, but the physician de- 
tained him,said that he knew the particulars, 


that the gentleman would be averse to talk- 
ing about the matter, ete. Finally, the phy- 
sician and the reporter sat down and the lat- 
ter related the following story: _ 

The duel, said he, has beens almost for- 
gotten, although at the time it was averitable 
sensation. Before the warno family was 
better known among the upper ten of Mobile 
society than the Blunts. Frederick Bluat 
was a lawyer of much prominence, 
wealthy, and perhaps a trifle too proud. 
He lived with his family on what was known 
as the Spring Hil) road, inalarge suduroan 
mansion. He had anonly daughter, Emily, 
who, at the time I speak of, was just bud- 
ding into a lovely woman. She had just 
passed fifteen, but still she was fully devel- 
oped, with all that wonderful brunette beauty 
that distinguished Southern girls. 
When the romance began, about the spring 
-of 1858, it was well known in Mobile society 
that Emily was engaged to Col. Henry Mau- 
ry,acousin of Commander Maury, and a 

oupng man who had just won great distinc- 
ion as a ‘filibuter in Nicaragua under Walker. 
Maury was a cool, brave, dashing young fel- 


low and aie great favorite io society. 
«Everybody liked him, just as they 
did his bride tbat was to 0obe. 


About the time that I have mentioned there 
eame to Mobile a young French Captain of 
Zouaves, by name HenrijArnous de la R viere. 
Capt. de la Riviere had won great distinction 
‘during the Crimean war. and also in Africa. 


His military reputation had _ preceded 
him, and he wes received with open 
arms by the best families in Mobile. 


His father was the Couut de la Riviere, and 
the voung fellow received that attention that 
foreigners meet with from Americans. He 
visited the Blunt family and it soon became 


appareut that he was winning the 
place in Emiiv’s affections which 
belonged by right to Col. Maury. 


Tue Jatter was by nomeans blind to the 
inreads of bis rival. On morethan one oc- 
casion hetook his affianced to task for her 
evident partiality towards the Captain of 
Zouaves. The girl only laughed and twitted 
him for his jealousy. Dela Niviere continued 
to puy ber marked attention, however, and 
before Many monthbs- it was evident to many 
that be was the favorite suitor. 

The Maury e:gay¢ment, however, had not 
been broken. That zentleman deciared pub- 
liciy that he thouvht De la Riviere an ad- 
veniurer. On one ceeasion, while remon- 
strat ng with bis b trothed,he tol! her that it 
Was not the first time « giri had allowed her 
head to be turned by the blandishments of *‘a 
Freneb barber,’ as he contemptuously called 
hie rival. 

The words were carried to Dela R viere 
and trouble was looked fur, but the latter 
seemed anxious to avoid a quarrel and took 
no action in the premises,ilthough he became 
more devoted to the girl, who now made no 
attempt to conceal her feelings towards him. 
Atlenghth Maury, goaded to desperation, 


determined to bring matters to 
a focus. Oae day he met bis 
rival in a Mobile cafe, and. be- 
fore they had been together many mo- 


ments,he grossly insulted De la Rivierein the 
presence ofa number of mutual friends. A 
challenge passed between them, the terms of 
which will sufficiently indicate that the quar- 
rel was in dead earnest. The weapons select- 
ed were pavy revolvers and the distance 
twelve paces. The duelists were to advance 
a stop aiter each shot, sothat the last shots 
would be fired with the revolvers muzzle to 
muzzle, if neither fell before. 

Early one morning the young men met on 
the Mississippi line at a point about twelve 
miles west of Mobile, a noted duelling- 
ground where manya fatal encouster was 
settled. Each ofthem was cool and collect- 
ed and both were crack shots. Maury’s see- 
end was Ed McDonald, a young fellow well 
known in Alabama, whose suicide a year 
later was one of the events of the year. 
De ja Riviere was first on the ground. 
He amused himeelf, while waiting, with 
practice shots, and even after his antagonist 
arrived he continued to pick leaves frem the 
tops of trees with the utmest accuracy. 


Maury paid no attention to his 
maneceuvers, but watched the  pre- 
liminaries with the utmost coolness. 


De la Reviere was left-handed. When the 
men were ready, McDonaid counted “One, 
two, three!”? and at the word “‘fire,”’ both 
shots rang out simultaneously. De ia Re- 
-viere clutched convulsively at his left breast 
and fell upon the ground, bis head towards 
his antagonist. Maurv advanced a step and 
covered bis foe with his weapon, although he 
did not _ifire. De la Riviere 
rore upon his elbow, took deliberate 
a'm and fired. Maury replied almost in- 
stantly ina like manner. The seconds inter- 
fered, and the duel was declared at an end. 
Mau'y had not been touched by the bullets. 
De ja Riviere was less fortunate. The first 
ball had stiuck him inthe left breast, just 
over the heart. A gold-piece, which 
in his pocket, had _ turned 
the and saved his life, but 
the concussion bad caused bim to stagger and 
fali. The second shot _entered the left 
side of his face and was afterwards cut out of 
the roof of his mouth. It should be mentioned 
thet just asthe Frenchman fired his secoad 
pet, MeDonald called outto his principal, 
Aim at bis head this time. Shoot him in 
the jhead.”’ Thereason of this joutburst 
was that it had been rumored 
that De la Riviere would weir a 
shirt of mail, and McDonald, seeing him rise, 
thought the rumortrue and advised bis prin- 
cipal to protect himself accordingly. The 
wounded man was placed on a stretcher and 
carried towards Mobile. While coming in 
the Spring Hill road, and when passing the 
Blunt mansion, Mrs. B. stopped them and 
insisted that the wounded man should be 
— in her house and under her care. 
ere the voung Captain was carefully nursed 
by Mrs. Blunt and ber daughter, and was 
s00n onthe road te convalescence, After 
several weeks Mr. Blunt returned to his 
house one evening to find that bis wife and 
daughter had deserted him; and that the 
Frenchman had gone with them. A note was 
left, saying that they wots take,

Four years passed away, when 
along in 1862 a letter came from France 


Which reawakened jthe_ interest in 
the whole {matter. De ila Q= 
viere wrote to Mr. Blunt, 


from Paris, stating that his father and elder 
brother had died and that he had succeeded 
to the titles and the estates. He declared that 
he desired'to make reparation for the trouble 
he had caused the family, that he still loved 
Emily, andi thathe would marry her if the 
family would come and meet him for the 

urpose. Heremitted 50,000 francs, or $10,-

Soon afterwards they started,ran the block- 
ade at Wilmington,and were met at Gibraltar 
by De la Reviere, his mother and sister,when 
the marriage was solemnized. Afterwards, De 
la Riviere. became interested in contracts for 
furnishing arms to the South American Gov- 
ernments. Several years ago the hus- 
band and wife visited Nashville and several 
of the Southern cities. They are now living 
at Paris. He still is interested in Govern- 
ment contracts, and his agent, the gentleman 
I pointed out, ison his way to Mexico, with 
a contract for arms in view. 

‘sWhat became of Maury?’ asked the lis- 
tener. 

‘He and his second, McDonald, quar- 
reled on the field, while De la Reviere was 
being placed on the stretcher. 
Maury contended that McDonaid should 
not have called out to him during the shoot- 
ing, as previously related, and Kd. insisted 
that he was perfectly right. Another duel 
was the result, in which both men were 
wounded. Maury served through the war in 
charge of a cayalry regiment on the Confed- 
erate side, and soon after the close he died at 
Hot Springs. 

‘‘Just after the second duel. and while Me- 
Donald was still suffering from his wounds, 
a woman of Mobile, with whom he was ia- 
fatuatec, left for New York. He followed 
her, met her on Broadway and asked her to 
return, and on her refusal he shot her dead 
upon the street. He was incarcerated in the 
tombs, where after a short ume he committed 
suicide, beingassisted by his friends.’ 

‘‘4 remarkable story,’’? said the reporter. 

‘Yes,’ said the Doctor, ‘“‘and a sad one in 
some features. Mrs. Blunt’s principal adviser 
and sympathizer before the flight of mother 
and daughter was Mrs. Henry Clay Cole, 
wife of Fred Cole, a very wealthy planter.

right, in the wildest extravagance. For a 
time she was the talk of thetown. After- 
wards she dropped outof publie notice and 
sunk step by step to the depths of wretched- 
ess,

dav, I was called to see a Cying women. I 
went With the priest, andin a dirty, squalid 
attic, cver a tumble down blacksmith shop, 
in a Vile quarter known as Spanish allev, we 
found what remained of the once beautiful 
Mrs. Cole. She died that night. Fred. Cole 
also ‘went to the dogs’ soon afcer his wife bad 
sepsrated from him.” 


The Longest Canoe Trip on Record. 

A telegraph dispatch announces the safe 
and successful arrival in his canoe of Captain 
Willard Glazier at the Guifof Mexico, thus

OUTRAGED BY A BRUTE. 


Kitty Farrell’s Horrible Adventure 
With a Negro. 


While Identifying the Wretch the Brave 
Girl Tries to Kill Him.

One of the most revolting outrages in the 
criminal calendar of St. Louis was perpetrat- 
ed at30’clock this morning atthe residence 
of Mr. Detuck, 3411Morgan street. Katy Far- 
re)l, a servant in the family, sleeps in the back 
part of the house, and at the hour named a 
black brute broke into the room 
an‘ outraged the young woman. 


She is quite a girl, only fifteen years old, al: 
though well-developed for her age, and she 1s 
quite pretty. Her style is blonde, and when a 
reporter called at the house at10 clock to-day 
her eyes were red and swollen with weeping. 
Despite the horrible experiences of the night, 
she is attending to day to her domestic duties. 
HER STORY, 
as told in her own words, is as follows: 


healing somebody walking in the room toward 
the bed. [listened fora second and then I 
said ‘Who is there?’ Almost as soon as I spoke 
the man a toward me and caught me by 
the throut, choking me with all his. might. 
And she turned down the collar of her dress, 
showing the reporter the marks of the brute's 
fingers. The skin was torn off in several places, 
and the choking must have been aterrible one. 
Even where the skin was not torn, the flesh 
was marked with bruises. ‘¢There 
was a light in the room, and 
so I had a good chance to seehim. Of course 
I tried to pull his hands away, and in doing so

He says the scratch on his handis ac :sidental, 
and that he is jailed for some other man's 
crime. ‘‘lam not nervous or scared,’’ said 
he. ‘‘That lady identified me this morning,but 
Ican provein court that I was not there.’’ 
Johnson has hitherto borne a fair reputation, 
and this is the firsttime he ever was arrested.

WORLD’s SOCIALISTIC CONGRESS. 


The American Delegate Returns and Tells 
the Story of its Doings. 

Mr. ?. J. Maguire, the well-known labor 
agitator, has returned to the city from Europe, 
where he has been in attendance 
at the International Socialistic Congress. 
Mr. Maguire was the delegate from this 
country, being elected by the organization of 
the United States. The congress was held in 
Cubhr, in the canton known as Grisson, or 
Graubunden, Switzerland. It began on the 
2nd of October and lasted four days. 

Mr. Maguire teils aninteresting story of the 
troubes the party met wita in holding the 
meeting. The congress was first called a year 
ago by the Belgian Workingmen’s party. A 
circular was sent out to all countries contain. 
ing Socialistic societies asking permission to 
hold the congress.This permission was granted. 
Finally the arrangements were left to the 
Swiss Socialists and they selected Zurich as 
the place and the 2d ot September as the date. 
Nothing occurred until a week before this 
time, when a petition, signed by 300,00u of the 
people of the Canton of Zurich, was presented 


to the Cantonnal Government, ask- 
ing that the meetin be for- 
biaden. The ground for this move was

that the constitution of the place did not 
guarantee the rightof public meeting to fo-- 
eigners. The Cantonnal Government forbade 
the congress. Appeal was takento the'Fed- 
eral Government, which also decided ia favor 
of the petitioncrs and interdicted the meet- 
ing. hile awaiting these @iscussions, the 
tine was postponed until September 1l. Mr. 
Maguire left the countryvon the 2nd of Au. 
gust and got to Zurich with all dispatch. 

When he got there, he found that, owing to 
the pressure brought to bear by the Emperors 
of Austria, Russia, Germany and by the 
French Government, ic had been almost de- 
cided to postpone the meeting until the 23d 
of October. Berne, Switzerland, was next 
selected, but a petition was soon on foot, and 
that place was abandoned. It was finally de- 
cided to make secret arlangements for holding 
tre congress at Cuhr on the 2ad of Octoper. 
Circulars were sent out naming the date, bat 
not the place. Un October 1 the delayvates 
assembjed at Zurich, and were immediately 
takentoCuhr. Thecongresssatwithopendoors. 
Johann Phikip Becker, a journalist, and a vet- 
eran of the revolution of ’43, presided. 
Delegates vere present from Switzeriaad, 
Germany, ngary, belgium, England, Poctu- 
gal, Fraace, Austria, Russia, Poland, Austrian 
Pojand, Denmark, South America and the 
United States. The principal business of the 
convention wasto block the twaddie abont 
forcible revolution. A re-olution was passe i 
inopposition to the elevation of tne party 
known as Social Revolutionists.

Whey settle for all the 
cash on band in dollars, retatning onfy the 
odd cents—so that at the end of the day they 
really are eut of funcus as far as their money 
order department is concerned. Here 
in St. Lonis we keep as littie as. possible. 
iourtheusand dollars suffices to transace 
husiness with. All above that we send to New 
York.*?. 

“Does this $125,000 represent unclaimed 
money?” 

‘‘'Noliat all. A great deal of that money re- 
mfins te be claimed. You must understand 
‘hatin the smali offices the moneys received 
ire ferin access of the amounts paid out on 
mdev orders. For instance, take a little 
»itue out here jike Union. The people there 
vuy@ great deal of goods in St. Loufs aud pay 
foythem by money orders—a larze amount is 
regeived by the Posimaster in that way, 
whereas there are very few peopie sending 

ioney orders to Union, and atthe end of the 
lay the Postmaster finds that after meetinz 
(il demands he has a sum on hand which 
nust be remitted here, although the orders 
illing for the amount may be payable else- 
where, Thus the surplusage at Uaion helps

‘What is the proportion of receipts and 
‘isbursements here??? 

‘We pay out about three times as much as 
we receive.?? 

‘‘And what are the receipts?’’ 

‘From $2,500 to $7,000 per day.” 

To what do you attribute the loss of mon- 
“y order amounts?” 

“Thereis never any loss. The money is 
nere; it merely remains uoclaimed. As the 
aw now staadsa money order is good at 
‘ny time—a year or a hundred years 
ifter its date. All they have to do 
'- to present it and get their money. The 
only mistake is in not presenting the order.’’ 

‘‘And how do such mistakes come about?” 

‘*You can hardly cal! them mistakes. Sup- 
pose I owe you a bill. I live off, say, in Jef- 
ferson City; you are here in St. Louis. I send 
you A money order fer the amount. You put 
the order in your etand go out on the 
sheet, When somebody rcns a knife into you, 
or you may be knocked down and trample 
\o death by atrain, or perhaps you fall from 
‘he bridge into the river and are lost. The 
monev order is lost with you and the amount 
remains unclaimed in our hands.” 

“You are oe extraordinary cases. 
llew are orders lost ordinarily?” 

“Only through the negligence or indiffer- 
nee of the persons to whom they are made 
payable to ecashthem. All these minor mis- 
lakes of sending orders in wrong directions

Bois-!e-Duc, or as the Dutch cail it, “*Her- 
Logen-bosce’”’ or **Boseh,” has had the dis- 
tinctien of adding a new word to the Enzlish 
larguage, the werd ‘‘Bosh’’ sizgaifying rub- 
bse. Hertogenboseb is celebratedias mant- 
facturing the very worst butterin all Ea- 
roge, which is largely smported by the Lon- 
don buttermenrn, and theterm ‘*Bosch butter”? 
came by degrees to De applied te all ariificial 
butter, andeveun to rudbish of other kiuds. 
Bosca is a fine town of about 35,000 inhabi- 
tasts, with wide streets and the most mac- 
nificent cathedral in all Holland.

One to 
his sweetheart in Fort Madison, whom 
he addressed a3 ** Dearest Alvi- 
ra,” stated that he was going West 
witha mannamed Hillman, who owned a 
large eaitle ranch, and who had azreed to 
ceive himvery liberal wages for his services. 
He told her to remain censtunt to himand ne 
would return inafew months with enough 
money for their marriage. Walter’s btother, 
C. R. Walters, described the body befcr2 see- 
ing it, and said that there was a mole about 
the size of a pea on the left teg. The body 
fully answered his description, evento the 
small mole. This left no doubt that the body 
was that of Walters,and that he had been killed 
by Hillman and Brown as a substitute for the 
former’s body in order to secure theinsurance 
money. ‘ 


CONFESSION BY ONE OF THE CONSPIRATORS, 


Brown was arrested #»n1i made a fu!! con- 
festion in September, 1879, in Platte County, 
Mo., saying that the proceeding was part of 
a scheme to defraud the insurance comp - 
nies. He said that he was acquainted with 
allithe parties to the scheme. They were 
Biliman, Levi Baidwin, Hillman’s father-in- 
law. Mrs. Baldwin and himself. Baidwin 
furnished the money for the operations. 
Hijlman was to insure his jife for $15,000, 
and Brown and he were to tind a body to 
palm off on the insurance companies. I: 
was afterwards decided to have Hillman 


insured for $25,000. “We had no 
definite plans for the finding of 
@ body, but stupposéi We ould 


easily fet one. We midea — inthe latter 

December, 1878, from Wichita to the 
west, during a heavy snow-storm, hoping to 
find some person frozen to death on the roaj, 
but did’ not succeed. Hiliman and I were 
a'one on that trip. Ontheidth of March we 
started on asecond trip. On tbis trip we fei! 
in with Walters, whom Hillman hired to 
work on a ranch. Hiliman safd that Wa!ltera 
would make a good body for the insurance: 
companies. I told him the body was not like 
his, and that it would not do, and I also pro- 
tested against the taking of Walters’ life, as 
murcer was not purt of ouragreement. H.! - 
mun liked the idea, however, and pains were 
taken that not more than two of us should he 
seen around the wagon. One of us was al- 
ways inside. 

‘*Hillman bad been vaccinated before we left 
on this trip,and one day he advised Walters to 
get vaccinated as there would be danger of 
small-pox in the region where we were 
going. - Walters consented and Hillman vac- 
cinated him with a penknife, taking tne mat- 
ter from bis own arin. This was relied upon 
to help establish the identity of Walters as 
Hillman. Hillman also traded off his clothes 
with Walters. He gave Walters his under- 
clothing and then traded his outside gar- 
ments. Walters was an easy-going, stupid 
sortof fellow. He said that bis name was 
Berklev or Burchell. 
him Joe. [ never made free with 
him after Hillman had made up his mind 
to kill bim. I did not want to become inti- 
mate with him. Onthe evening we got to 
camp, on the 16th of March, Joe was sittioy 
py the fire. I was atthe wagon trytag to cer 
out some things, when I heard a report and 
saw the man was shot. Hillman draggedtbe 
body toone side and put one of bis own 
books in che dead man’s pocket. Hethen 
took Joe’s valise and wen: off. He was 
about to tell me where be was going, but i 
told bim 1 did not want to know, asI1 could 
find out soonenough. I have never heard of 
him since. Mrs. Hillman hes said to me 
since then that she knew where he was. | 
also heard that he was traveling under the 
name of Wm. Moss. Baldwin and his wife 
knew al! about this.’’

Uncer this hair was a nasty skin. a little 
like a corpse, with some _ reddisaness 
overspreading its generally jyellow- 
ish dampness. The face was rather long and 
pear-shaped.

IIUSKING CORN UNDER COVER 
.A large proportion of the corn raised in the 
W est iast season was injured or completely 
lgst by allowing it to remain in the fields 
here it grew till the coming of cold weather. 
inter commenced early aud continued late, 
The weather was extremely cold, and there 
as an unusual amount of rain and snow. If 
spe sections there was no suitable season 
for husking vorn after the middle of Novem- 
ber. ‘he corn remained in the hills where 
it grew or toe stalks were cutupanad built 
igto stacks. In either case much of the corn 
oe wasted. This season more care bas beea 
t 


ken to preserve the corn that has beer + 


raised, partly on aceountof its scarcity and 
partly on account of the losses sustained last 
season. in some States many farmers have 
broken up the ears from the stalks with the 
tusks attached tothem andtaken them to 
the barn or other buildings for safe storage. 
In some cases, where the amount of corn 
rsised was large and thé accommedatienrs 
under eover small, the cars withthe husks 
about them have been placed on a eoating of 
straw and covered with straw or long grass. 
In the opinion of those who have tried the 
experiment the moisture dries out of the ears 
better when the husks are about them. When 
Harvested and steer in this way the 
husking may be done under cover at any time 
during the winter. The only adaitional labor 
required by this method is that of handlin: 
the busks that remain on theears. It is 
claimed that the husks, which can be readily 
saved when the work of huskiag is perf »rm- 
ed under cover, Wili more than pay for the 
extra labor required. By having the ears 
‘under cover the husking may be done during 
stormy weather or even inthe evenings, and 
a}l ~~ ayy of loss by exposure to storms 
obviated. e 
GRASS ON LIGHT SOILS. 

Last year Mr. Peter Henderson, the well- 
known market-gardener, published an article 
advocating the ‘‘firming’’ of the soil in all! 
cases where quite small seeds are planted. He 
Stated that seeds were much more likely to 
germinate when placed in compact soil, chiefly 
for the reason that the covering was more re- 
tentive of moisture. His advice has been fol-
